’ Paris, December 7, 1867. 

I am persuaded you will share a sensible portion 
of the regret I feel in being obliged to inform you 
of the death of Jacques Charles Brunet, who may, 
I believe, be called the father of contemporary 
bibliography ; for he died at an age many years 
beyond that attained by those whom we are accus- 
tomed to call old men, and for sixty-five years—ever 
since the second year of Jefferson’s Presidency—he 
had been known to the world as a bibliographical au- 
thor. He was born in Paris in 1782, and entered a 
bookseller’s shop in 1798. At that epoch France 
was just recovering from the frenzy and short- 
sightedness of the Republican party. The abuse 
of paper-money had made everybody poor. The 
pillage of valuable libraries had filled even the 
grocers’ and bakers’ shops with precious books and 
manuscripts, and works were constantly passing 
before booksellers’ eyes which are now never seen 
except by titled visitors to great libraries. Famili- 
arity with these treasures awakened a passion for 
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| the current price of the work was twice the amount 
| charged by the publishers. In his seventy-eighth 
year he undertook the fifth edition of the “ Manuel,” 
and though it was five years in course of publica- 
| tion, he lived to correct the last proof-sheet and 
| write Finis on the last page. He never married, 
and consequently was able to give his whole self 
to his absorbing passion. You must give me leave 
to translate a piquant sketch of M. Brunet by one 
of his most intimate friends, M. Silvestre de Sacy, 
librarian of the Mazarin Library, and the owner of a

They are both handsome specimens of book manu- 
facture, apart from the curious character of their 
contents.

Mr. Du Chaillu has here prepared for young read- 
ers a very spirited account of some of the incidents 
of his explorations in Africa. All who are fond of 
reading about the habits of wild animals and the 
manners and ways of life of savage men will be 
abundantly entertained by the narrative. There 
are nearly forty pictorial illustrations of the text. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The Aneid of Virgil, with Explanatory Notes. By 
Thomas Chase, A. M., Professor in Haverford Col- 
lege. pp. viii.,415. Philadelphia: Eldredge & 
Brother. 

This is the second volume of a series of school 
classics which the publishers are now issuing. The 
first one was Cesar’s Commentaries, which has not 
been received by us; but the examination of the 
edition of the AZneid which is now before us, has 
impressed us very favorably. It is prepared on 
the plan of avoiding prolixity of comment such as 
we find in Anthon, and even in Frieze, and present- 
ing only such compendious notes as will invite at- 
tention to the Grammar and Dictionary. rather than 
supersede their text. Pains have been taken with 
the text; the typography is distinct. A Metrical 
Index and Remarks on Versification will be found 
by the student to be suggestive. It seems on the 
whole to indicate care, research, and scholarship 
on the part of the editor, and to be well adapted 
practically for the purposes of a convenient school 
edition. This, and the edition in Chambers’ Edu- 
cational Course, are the best specimensof brief and 
condensed expositions of Virgil with which we are 
acquainted.

The Book-keeper ; and a Translation from the Ger- 
man of Schiller. By Mercator, Member of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. pp. 61. 
Montreal: Dawson Brothers. 

The poem of the ‘“‘ Book-keeper,”’ which occupies 
about one-half of the volume, is dedicated to Mr. 
George Peabody, and is intended to enforce those 
principles of beneficence which have been so wor- 
thily illustrated by that gentleman. The portion 
of Schiller which is translated is the “Song of the 
Bell,” and we have the German text and the trans- 
lation on opposite pages, thus furnishing to the 
reader a ready means of comparison. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Woman’s Wrongs; a Counter-Irritant. By Gail 
Hamilton. pp. 212. Boston: Ticknor & Fields- 
We have here another spicy contribution to the 

discussion of woman’s rights, or woman's wrongs, 
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whichever expression the reader may prefer. It 
seems that the Rev. Dr. John Todd wrote some 
articles in a newspaper on this vexed subject, and 
thereupon Gail, in the spirit of a true Gael, delivers 
battle to the Doctor in this counter-irritant. That 
she writes with vehemence, if not with taste, is 
evident from her opening pages, where she tells us, 
among many other like things, that in the mode of 
treatment adopted by her opponent, “ pious fatuity 
did the work of infernal cleverness.” 


Manners ; or, Happy Homes and Good Society All 
the Year Round. By Mrs. Hale, authoress of 
“ Northwood,” &c. pp. 377. Boston: J. E. 
Tilton. 

Mrs. Hale collects here a number of articles con- 
tributed by her during the year to the “‘ Home 
Weekly,” a family newspaper published in Phila- 
delphia. Her department was entitled “ The 
Home Circle,’’ and her papers, though diversified 
in their subjects, were such as were, in one way or 
another, appropriate to that special department. 
Her volume will be found to contain much pleasant 
reading of an interesting, suggestive, and elevating 
character, without being marked by affected strong- 
mindedness. The motto on the title-page— Man- 
ners is everything with some people, and some- 
thing with everybody’’—is a most admirable sen- 
tence. It purports to be taken from a Bishop Mid- 
dleton. Conyers Middleton—who, by the way, 
showed but little manners in his controversy with 
Bentley—was, we believe, not a bishop; and Mid- 
dleton, Bishop of Calcutta, was hardly capable of 
saying such a good thing.
